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AN ACT ALLOWING THE REGISTER OF DEEDS  TO REGISTER A MAP OF A 

CEMETERY THAT LACKS A SURVEYOR'S STAMP OR SEAL AND THE ORIGINAL 

SIGNATURE OF THE SURVEYOR UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES. 

 

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 

 

SECTION 1.  G.S. 161-14 is amended by adding a new subsection to read: 

"(e) Notwithstanding subsection (a) of this section, the register of deeds shall 

immediately register a written instrument presented to him or her for registration that meets the 

following requirements: (i) the instrument is a portion of a map of a cemetery that was divided 

into sections based upon race, (ii) the other portion of the map of a cemetery was properly 

registered in the office of the register of deeds, and (iii) the unregistered portion of the map 

does not have the surveyor's stamp or seal and original signature affixed." 

SECTION 2.  This act is effective when it becomes law.
